' Th E Goths, who had driven the Romans 

but of Spain, were, i6 their turn, put to flight 

by the Saracens, whom Count JFulien had 

called in to revenge himfelf on Roderic, the 

diAionourcr of his daughter. The Chriftiahs of 

Spain 'having fubmitted to the MoorS, were 

called Muzarabes, that is, Meffeehe^-Arabes, or 

Arabs of Meffiah, becaufti they rietained their 

oVvn religious worfhip. Roderic was the lalt 

Gothic kirigih Spain/ ih7 14, and Pelage, his 

ne^r relation, hid himfelf in the rocks of Aiiu- 

ria^ and after three years concealment fallied 

forth from his faniftuary, Notr6 Pame deCova* 

gotida, a grot amidft inacceflible rocks ; when 

full of hope and ardent zeal, and followed by 

numerous parti fans, he drove ba^k the Ufurpers, 

'who, unable to cut him ofF, entered into he- 

gociation, and fufiered him to enjoy a certain 

4ii^^ provided he paid them a fmall tribute 
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chief Lords paramount of the Seigniory. In 
procefs of timeTie was again infulted by the 
Moors, whom he marched againft, and de- 
feated in the year 7l6> and recovered whole 
provinces, and was proclaimed King of peon 
and the Afturias, and reigned till 78 7> twenty 
years, with an exemplary reputation for true 
piety and determined courage ; without liber- 
/? W/w tinmn, and without luxury. This part of hi* 
character may poffibly have been the reafbn, 
why Voltaire has refufed to call him a king. 
It is, however, to him that the Chriftian 
kings of Spain, owe the prefervation of the 
title of foyereign ; who, in after-times, once 
more expelled the Moors under Philip the 
Third.

Kext year he attaeied Leoii md G»ftflte,ai»i 
Induced Alloi^, leoii, and Sald%na, before 
the Moors cotiM brmg an e^ual force to copi^ 
with him, and pofleffed himfelf of Months do 
Ocar; AmsCy^, and AJava, ait the toot of the 
inonhiains. The year aft^' he pi^ed on to-^ 
i^^rards Portugal, tind rava^d the country as 
far as Caftille ; but not being able to pro^<ft 
hisr cduqae&s in the flats, which he had fub^ 
dued, ha fenrtit and laid wafte the plains, led 
the C&riftians back to the mountains, and car^ 
ried off the Moors for Haves.

The 
violeiit method was in conlequence ioipended 
for a time. In 1 4go,. Ferdinand and IfabeUa 
finding that the nunlber of converts to Cbrif- 
ti^nity amopg the Moors was very fmall, lu'ged 
the matter Uroogly to Cardinal Ximencs^ t^heir 
confi^dr, and. he^ by bribe? and bj flatt|erj^ 
caayerted (hme of the chiefs, and chrifle^e4 
iiu:ee tboufaad at oace in a great iquaxe, and 
burnt 4^ many Korans.. But the wa^ reiifted^

faiths he tpld his eminence, with a fprced 
fijailc, that his eminence had nothing more to 
do, to conrert the reft of his countrymen^ 
than to commit them to the cuftody of his 
emiticnce's lion ; by which he alluded to thp 
name of the chaplain. By arts like thefe, bgr 
jthe fword^ and by inquifitorial^ terrors, the 
Moors were partly jconverted, partly deftroy- 
ed, and partly forced out of Spain : many of 
them on paying ten dolhrs a head were 
ihi|^d for Barbary ; but thofe^ to the amounji 
of, two hundred thoufand, who wanted the 
means of enlarging themfelve?, were driven 
to baptifm, and four thoufand were burnt, 
and thirty thoufand converted. So efficacious 
was the power of the inquifition to clear 
Spain of its foreign invaders, that the Sevil- 
lians complained to the king that their city 
was a d^fert, and that witlun its jurifdi<ftion 
there were five thoufand empty houfes, and 
pcopofed to grant his majefty a large fum of 
money to fupprefe this dreadful court of in- 
guiry, and put a ftpp to its ravages, or the 
whol^^ country woiild become a wildernefs^

Ferdinand at firft appeared to liften to the 
plaintiffs, but was foon perfuaded by the 
planner of the inquifition, Thomas de Tufre- 
crematd, a Dominican, to turn a deaf ear to 
the complainants. The Dominican told the 
kiiig, that if he took money to put down the 
inquifition he would commit the crime o£ 
Judas and fell Chril!, and that his majeli:y*s 
punifliment woidd be the fame as that of the 
Arch-Traitor, The Sultan of Egypt alio 
loot up the caufe, and threatened the Spa- 
niards at Jerufalem, and every where in his 
dominions^ to treat theni as the King of Spain 
had treated the Moors. In defiance of all 
this, and the common declaration at the ilake, 
that the fufferer had been forced into Chrifti- 
anity, and did not believe a fyllable of it ; the 
Ij'ftem went on all through the reign of Fer- 
dinand and liabella, and the averfion to Chrif- 
tianity grew ftronger and llronger, and thelh- 
^uifitioa was more and rtiore detefted. Th6 
ciUperor, Charles the Vth, having palled the
